“Stave off the diplomatista and I will 
acify the Cretans.” After restoring the 
Sultan's authority in the eastern half of 
the island, Omar sent 8,000 of the troops 
who hagl stormed Lasethe to the southern 
coast by the plain of Mesara, where 8,000 
wore. embarked at Divaki and landed at 
Franglokastelli. The remainder with a 
corps of Mussulman Cretans aud irregulats, 
marched through the provinces of Amari 
and Aghio Basilito Argyropolis, Mehemet 
Pasha was atthe same time ordered to 
adyance from bis camp in Apokorana, while 
another corps droye the insurgents aod 
yolunteers in the provinces of Kissamos 
and Sclinos back into the Sphakian moun- 
tains. Three Turkish divisions then 
advanced to storm the citadel of the insur- 
rection. Mehemet climbed the mountains 
from the north, Reschid ascended from the 
east, and Omarin person directed all the 
operations from his camp at Franghokastel- 
litothe south. The first object of the 
Turkish General was to gain possession of 
the elevated plain of Askypho, which is 
between 4,000 and 5,000 feet above tho 
level of the sea. The insurgents have 
always represented the place as impregna- 
ble; the passes were said to be all fortified, 
considerable stores of ammunition were 
formed, and the Greek newspapers have fre- 
quently declared that 10,000 well armed 
men were assembled to defend thé position. 
The first who penetrated overthé barrier of 
tugged mountains that surround’ Askypho 
was Mehemet Pasha. He had exercised 
his men in many feigned attacks on the in- 
surgents, and on the 10th inst. he carned 
the defiles of Krapi without much difficul- 
ty. The leader of Greek volunteers 
charged with the defence ot the northern 
pass, says, in a published report, that he 
could only assemble 400 mento guard the 
key of the insurgent citadel. The names 
of 25 chiefs who took part in the resistance 
offered to Mehemet are enumerated, and 
this leads many here to infer that wp- 
wards of 2,500 men were engaged | in 
defending Askypho on this side, The Greek 
and Turkish accounts agree with regard 
to, the complete success of Mehemet 
Pasha, and the skill and courage with 
which he conducted his attack. The dis- 
cipline he maintains smong his troops, and 
the humanity and vigour with which he 
protects the Christians, are acknowledged 
by some of his enemies.—While Mehemet 
wasentering the plain of Askypho from 
the south Reschid occupied Argyropolis, 
and attacked the Sphakion centre, After 
4 scrics of desultory skirmishes he gaine 
possession of the plain of Kallikrati, another 
of the natural fortresses of thé Sphakian 
warriors, and during these operations the 
troops under the immediate orders of Omar 
penetrated to Nipro and Aspendu, and 
both the central and southern divisions of 
the Turkish armies established direct com- 
munication with the northern in the plain 
ot Askypho. The skirmishing continued 
for about ten days, but the loss of men 
Appear to have been trifling on both sides, 
he insurgents hud time to transport their 
women and children either to the higher 


plain of Anopolis, or to the sea coast be 

tween Lontra and Aghia Roumole, Omar

his speech by saying tliat he had not any 
desire to represent the Riding, but was 
selected bythe convention.

leserved till he saw reason for a change; 
every one should be prepared to give the 
government ‘a fair and honest trial. In 
apesking of Mr. Wallbridge,he said he would 
speak of him as one gentleman should of 
another, not in the scurrilous manner in 
which he [ Wallbridge] had doneon previous 
occasions, In taking that gentleman to 
task, he [Mr. Bowell,) regretted that he 
was not here, and showed his [Mr. Wall- 
bridge’s] career to be a mass of contradic- 
tlons, and to get a vote would suit’ himself 
to any man’s views, “Mr. Bowell instanced 
usury law, on which Mr. Wallbridge voted 
for the second reading, but had at the third 
reading absented himself at the time the 
yote was taken, though seen in the House 
a moment before. At the third reading 
the votes for this bill were 34 for, and 83 
against it. And now if he [Wallbridge,] 
met a man who was in fayor of that bill, 
he would produce the Parliamentary record 
and show how he had voted for it, at the 
second reading, and if he met one opposed 
to the same bill, he would show the report 
of the third reading and point out that 
he did not yote for it, Mr, Wallbridge 
had said in the House that he was opposed 
to old countrymen as settlers, they were 
not good pioneers [the report in the Globe 
published at the time was here read to 
rove this}, this he denied out of the 
ouse. Mr, Bowell said he had been in 
the back country on the Hastings Road, 
and had seen, as any one could see, what 
onergy and industry bad been exhibited by 
the old countrymen in those settlements. 
If the land was bad, it proved them good 
pioneers, and he strongly objected to that 
feeling being set up which would tend to 
create any kind of ill-feeling between Ca- 
nadiang and old countrymen, He then 
went deeply into the Railway scheme, 
which has now become a matter of history. 
He showed Mr, Wallbridge’s grievouserrors 
in this affair, and said men were not to sup- 
ose that if once elected they should always 
elected right or wrong. They were sent

Sim,—I informed you last week that 1 had 
pald « visit tothe Hungerford mining district, 
which has been hitherto néglected for the 
superior attractions of the more northern 
townships; and having at laste little leisure, 
I shall give your readers a. short account of 
what Isawin that quarter, The Hungerford 
road is for tho most part in pretty good order, 
and we had a pleasant drive along it as far an 
Caton’s Corners, where w t the gravel road 
and took the road to Stoco, across Sugar 
Island, the. garden of Hungerford. A little 
beyond Stoco Village, the Mmestono of the 
south pars of Hastings terminates, abutting 
Upon the southern edge of the great Lauren 
tian upheayal, which forms the gold mining 
region of the Province of Ontario. Of that we 
became painfully aware from tho state of the 
road, which is conducted across the butt of a 
hill composed of gneiss, clay slate, mica schist 
and other members of the Laurentian sories; 
sred with huge boulders, and bristling 
with vast outcropping rocks, among which 
we had to wind and turn like « Thames 
steamer among the colliers in London river, 
Having overcome this difficulty, and a few 
miles of sandy road beyond, we arrived at 
Bogart’s Mills, where Mr. A. L, Bogart owns 
a fine level tract of land on the banks of the 
pretty little Clare River, the richness of whose 
sell was sufficiently evidenced by the excellent 
crops which it carried. At this point, the 
Clare River is crossed by a ledge of rock, 
which forme a beautiful waterfall, by the side 
of which stands the saw mill which gives 
name to the locality, now, unfortunately for 
the prosperity of the village, standing idle, 

T spent the remains of daylight in viewing 
the beauties of the spot, and started next 
morning, in company with Mr. Bogart, to 
Inspect the mines. The first we came to were 
Mr. Bogart’s and Mr. Jhs. T. Young's shafts, 
which are within a few feet of each other, 
one on each side of the fence which divides 
their respective lots, and which are so much 
alike that one description will serve for both. 
These shafts have not gone down any great 
depth. Mr. Youug’s mine, the deeper of the 
two, not being more than eight feet. This 
shaft has been put down right in the focus 
of & “burn,” as they call it here, that is, in 
the centre of one of the small craters, or 
“ chimneys,” through which the subterranean 
fire, which forced up the .ridges, which so 
plentifully seam the face of North Hastings, 
found vent for ite struggling gageb, whose 
pent up volumes must,have atforded a grand 
and terrific spectaclo,as they shot ap in 
streams of flame hundreds of fegt into the 
air. That there has been a coaterParg is plain 
from the existence of acrevice about two feet 
wide in the bottom of the shaft, filled with 
iron sulphurets, which have been eo rapidly 
sublimed and so suddenly condensed, thatthey 
have taken the form of coarse sand, or fine 
grayel; while beneath the soll, and even 
within the crevice, are found masses of twigs, 
leaves and mullein tops, which have at some 
remote period been blown by the winds or 
washed by the rains into the opening, and 
having been subsequently covered up by sim- 
ilar deposits, and by soil from the surface, 
have been so-acted upon by the decomposing 
pyrites, as to Be thoroughly convorted into 
brown oxidé of iron, or what is technically 
known as Limonite or bog ore, So complete 
and so quick has been the conversion, that not 
only can the prickles of the brambles be dis- 
tinguished from the smooth bark of the other 
twigs, but on breaking the branch across,the 
pith, theammady circles, and the ring of bark 
can be plainly. seen ; while the footstalks, the 
middle ribs, and even the side veins and parts 
of the parenchyma of the leaves have been 
preserved. Mr, Joseph Hill, Mr. Young’s 
partner in the mine, kindly gave me speci 
mens in which all these phenomena are beau- 
tifully exemplified. This mine affords bisul- 
phuret of iron enough for the manufacture of 
copperas on # larje scale. It has also afforded 
a show of gold, which at eo emall a depth 
ig very encouraging. 

Passing from this, which isin the eleventh 
concession, we went on to lot 23 in the twelfth, 
whore there are several mines in operation. I 
here found a ridge, which I traced for abouta 
mile, the burnt part being about 30 to 40 
yards wide all the way. There Mr. Vandusen 
is digging in high hope, though he was still 
among the surface stuff when I was there, A 
littlo further on is the Delong mine, which 
has gone down nbout sixteen feet, and pro 
sents a satisfactory prospect, as gold has there 
been found both in # free state and in the sul- 

hurets, Adjoining this is a shaft which is 

ing worked on his own account by Mr. 
Brooks, one of the partners in the Delong 
Company. Being so close, his prospects must 
bo equally favorable. A little further on is 
the mine of Mr. Lucas, which affords speci- 
mens of mineralized twigs, &., like those of 
Mr. Young’s mine, though in smaller quan- 
tity; and some very fino radiating massed of 
green mica with deep yellow sulphurets. I 
was here shown ascale of gold, which I was 
assured was picked out of Mr, Lucas’ sul- 
phurets, His shaft, like Mr, Young's, seems 
to occupy the site of a “chimney.” There 
are two more shafts open on this ridge, but no 
work was being done in them, and my limit- 
ed time did not permit mo to visit some that 
exist o mile or two to the northward. 


This part of the country exhibits consider- 
able promise of mineral wealth. The dip of 
the strata being to the South, it seems to 
form the southern slope of that great Lauren- 
tian Anticlinal on the northern slope of which 
the Madoc mines, including the now far- 
famed Richardson mine, are situated; the 
apex of which seems to have been disrupted 
andabraded, and carried away to be scattered 
over the face of the country inthe shape of 
those boulders, which form in too many places 
so werious an impediment to the progress of 
the’settler in bis agricultural improvements, 

The inspection of these remarkable appear. 
ances gives rise to some rather interesting 
and curlous speculations ; ono of which te 
that ages ago, probably long before the up- 
right form of man stalked over the carth’s 
surface, the same brambles, raspberry canes. 
and weeds grew on those ridges, and in the 
valloys between, as grow thoro at the present 
day. Another is, that those stores of untold 
woalth should have lain unsuspected and 
undreamed of under their roots, and under 
tho feet of #o many explorers, until the pre- 
pont day, when they are belng dragged from 
theirlong concealment,to enrich and strength 
op our Now Dominion

Boston. 


Boston, Sept, 2, 1867 
Bidding good-bye to Cushing's Island, the 
| many favorite views which it commands, and 
the many friends made during my six woeks 
stay, I proceeded on my tour, 
leaving Portland by the Boston and Maino 
Railroad cannot but admire the ever-varying 
scenory that mects his eye on that route, as 
he glides swiftly onward through the most 
beautiful States of Now England. A 
wion of handsome towns and vil 


con 
stant su 
lages, towering heights and lovely vales, and 
small, beautiful winding atreams, their banka 
ered to the very edge with magnificent 
foliage, greot him at every step. 

The B, & M. is first-class in all its appoint 
ments, The cars are clean, neat, well ven. 
tilated, and at the same time very handsome. 
The conductors are polite and obliging ; in 
fact, everything conducive to make railway 
travelling » pleasure, in place of an irksome 
duty. One of the improvements which I no 
ticed on that line was the carrying of iced 
water through the cars at Intervals during 
tho trip, which, I am sure, must be a boon to 
Indies and children, thus enabling them to 
quench their thirst without leaving their 
seats. Another very good idea that I observed 
was, that on the backs of the tickets the 
names of the stations are marked and the dis 
tance between each, thus serving the purpose 
of a guide. 

Having some business to attend to at Law- 
rence, I remained over at that city for a few 
hours. 


LAWRENCE 


is situated on the beautiful Merrimac river, 
and lies some twenty-six miles north of Bos. 
ton. Itis noted as a manufacturing place, and 
might Sree be called the Manchester 
of New gland. Among its largest factories 
are the Atlantic, Pacific, Washington, Ever- 
ett and Pemberton Mills, employing from six 
to elght thousand hands in the manufacture 
of all descriptions of woollen and cotton 

‘oods. You will remember that it was at 
the last mentioned place that a terrible dis- 
aster took place some five of six veers ago 
(the falling of the mills) by which a large 
number of persons lost their lives, Since that 
time it has been entirely rebuilt in a strong 
and substantial manner. Mr Clark, the 
manager. ey kindly took the trouble to 
show me all through, and some of the oper- 
atives were very good in pointing out the 
manner in which the different articles are 
manufactured. The city is very pleasantly 
situated, and contains a population of about 
twenty-five thousand, the majority of whom 
are engaged in the manufacturing line. Some 
ten or twelve trains run daily from the city 
to Boston. Leaving on the 5:30 p.m., and 
after a very pleasant ride of an hour and a 
quarter, I arrived at 

Boston. 

‘This is one of the great commercial cities 
of the United States, the capital of Massa- 
chusetts, and the seat of justice of Suffolk 
County. It contains a population of over two 
hundred thousand, and is divided into three 
parts—Boston Proper, East and South Boston. 
There are a great many things in this city to 
interest the traveller, The Common and 
Public Garden, situated in the very centre of 
the city, are beautiful spots, in which the 
Bostonians delight to walk. The former con- 
sists of lovely walks and magnificent tall, 
shady elm trees, and on hot days is a yery 
fashionable resort. There is also a large 
stand in the centre, which on Wednesday and 
Saturday evenings is the chief attraction, 
being occupied by a very fine band, which 
discourses sweet music to the thousands that 
on those occasions assemble to hear it. The 
Garden contains many beautiful flowers, a 
conservatory and a very prettily laid out 
little pond, in which may be seen a number 
of swans disporting themselves. It (the 
pond) is also spauned by a very fine bridge. 

The Street Cars form a’perfect net work 
through the city, and do an immense busi- 
ness, being crowded continually. The prin- 
cipal Hotels are the Parker, American, 
Tremont, Revereand Adama. The former 
(kept on the European plan) is the finest. 

‘The State House, New City Hall, and 
other public buildings are magnificent struc- 
tures. A large number of Railways branching 
in every direction, have their terminus in the 
city, and daily bring in their quota of the 
“hub” as it is usually called, I would suggest 
changing it to the “hubbub,” which I think 
would be more appropriate. 


Commonwealth (the fifth) Avenue’ of Bos- 
ton contains a number of very fine private 
residences, and promises to become the hand- 
somest boulevardin America. It is about 175 
feet wide, with a decorated or enclosed walk 
or garden, 50 feet in width running through 
its entire length, which isto be about five 
miles. It commences at the Public Gardens 
and runs west through Brighton. 


Among the curiosities of this city may be 
mentioned Bunker Hill Monument, Old 
South Church, Fanuiel Hall, and other relics 
of by gonedays, The big organ is one of the 
institutions of Boston, and makes itself heard 
to a delighted audience on Wednesday's and 
Saturday's. 


One of the many fine buildings which have 
latelv been erected in thia city is the Masonic 
Temple which is not only a Temple of Mason- 
ry but magnificence, and should be seen to 
be appreciated, For the benofity of our 
Masonic friends I shall attempt to give a 
short description of it, which may give them 
a faint idea of ita beauties, This beantiful 
edifice is situated on the corner of Tremont 
and Boylston streets, the principal elevation 
facing theCommon. The general style of the 
building Is Gothic, freely treated, for ax tho 
first (ground) story is required for mercantile 
purposes, it was deemed casentia) that it 
should conform to the presentatyle. It covers 
A space of over ten thousand square feot,— 
The entire coat of bullding, furniture &., 
will foot up to half a million of dollars. 

The facade is divided vertically into five 

arte, the centre and the two extremes pro 
fect while the other two parla recede 

‘iewed from the Common the attention is 
attracted to the central feature of the front, 
the entrance to the upper atories of the build 
ing, which are to be used exclusively for 
Masonic purposes. This conaiats of an ole 
gantly designed doorway with colamns, and 
enriched mouldings flanked on each alde with 
two hoavy buttrosses which, contain marble 
pillars emblematic of the craft. In the upper 
stories the central projection is bounded on 
the right hand with a square turret, having 
canopled niches, an cariched cornice, corner 
buttremses, and an ogeo stone roof, terminat- 
ing in a carved finial, and on the Jeft hand a 
round tower with canopled niches, crenella. 
tions, and an embattled parapet, suggestive 
of the foatures of foudal castles, At the ox 
tromo] ond of the Tremont stroet elevation, 
aro othor buttresses which extend through 
tho various stories until they ond fn an en~ 
riched octagonal turret, having corner but 
tresses, pediments, traceriod spire, and follat 
ed finial, On the right hand corner of the 
front at the janction of the two stroots, lo a 
boautifal octagon tower, which extends from 


the ground to the holght of two atorles abovo 
the battloment, thus becoming the loftiest 
foaturo of the building, The facade on 


Boylaton street, though less ornate, haa the

Rents, &c,, are very high in the city. To 
give you an idea, a store on Washington 
street, the size of Conger's, would rent for 
$12,000 per annum, and small places used as 
liquor stores (not #o large as Lockerty’s), rent 
for about $1,000.

on every side, discoursing on the various 
topics of interest now permeating all ranks 
of society, as elections, gold, &. 

In a short time is seen in the distance the 


lofty spire of the beautiful marble church in 
Bridgewater, a monument of the benevolence 
and enterprise of the worthy people of Bridge 
water, assisted by the Hon. Billa Flint, In 
passing, we would say, long may the good 
citizens of that rising village live to worship 
in that commodious, magnificent edifice, 
which would do credit to any town or city in 
the Dominion of Canada. Very soon the 
village is reached. It seemed alive with in- 
habitants, who had just arisen from their 
couches, rubbing their eyes, as if they bad 
been refreshed by a sound and undisturbed 
sleep. Among the anaes peared upon the 
street we noticed the Hon. Billa Flint, in all 
his portly majesty, well awakened, with fire 
in his eye, ready for some enterprise. Bridge- 
water is emphatically a manufacturing vil- 
lage, as well as o lumbering depot. Great 
credit is due to its founder, With a passing 
view of Bridgewater they pass on, directing 
their course towards the North Pole, learning 
the fact that though the surrounding country 
presented rathera Flinty looking appearance, 
yet that gold had been found to underlie some 
of its rocky foundations. With spirits buoy- 
ant and hearts throbbing for the entertain- 
ments of the day, they wended their 
way onward, “up hill and down dale,” 
cheered not only by their own chit chat, 
which was not a minus quantity, as any one 
could testify who knows the four gentlemen 
of notoriety, but also by the occasional chip- 
per of a bird, skipping of a Winns and hum 
of a mosquito.

Flinton ia reached about 10 a.m. It is sit- 
uated about 40 miles from Belleville, on the 
Scute, in the Township of Kaladar, County of 
Addington, has a beautiful location, surround.

Bowell has given great pleasure to his many 
numerous friends, and we wish our confrere 
much success in his new career. 


Neither of the Wallbridges are likely to 
have a seat in the first House of Commons. 
The Hon. Lewis, probably seeing no pros- 
pect of success before him, did not seek re- 
election. MrT. C.,orCam Wallbridge, as 
he is familiarly called, was a candidate in 
the North Riding, bat it is probabie that 
he has been defeated by Mr M. Bowell, of 
the Belleville Intelligencer, whose majority 
at the close of the first day’s polliog was 
something like three hundred. The Wall- 
bndge family are presumed to be very 
wealthy, and in the late Parliament two 
members of "the family represented the 
County of Hastings. By the redistribu- 
tion of seats, under Confederation, Hast- 
ings is divided into three Ridings, and re- 
turns three members. The elections in the 
East and West Ridings have gone against 
the Wallbridge influence. Mr T. C, Wall- 
bridge had great confidence that, backed 
by the family influence, he would be elect- 
ed for the North Riding. It appears, how- 
ever, that his parliamentary record was of 
such a character as to completely over- 
balance the influence of the family money 
bags upon which he chiefly depended for 
election, During the last Parliament a Bill 
was introduced by the Hon. Billa Flint 
into the Upper House for the purpose of 
authorizing the construction of a ‘ilway 
from the town of Belleville through parts 
of the County ot Hastings to the Diarmora 
mining region The promoters of this pro- 
ject seem to haye been under the impres- 
sion that the Railway would have been in- 
strumental in building up the interests of 
the Town of Belleville, while 1t would 
have done much to secure the welfare of the 
County. The Wullbridges appear to 
have professed themselves to be friendly 
to the project, and it was left to them to 
push the Bill through the House of Assem- 
bly. While the Bill was in progress, low- 
ever, a rival Bill was Thtad neat in fayor 
of the Town of Cobourg, and by some 
species of finesse, and with the conaivance 
of the Wallbridges, the Cobourg - Bill be- 
came law and the Belleville Bill was drop- 
ped. The Wallbridges have been openly 
accused of corruptly selling themselves to 
the parties entrusted with the Cobourg Bill. 
Whether this may have been the cause or 
not, the Wullbridges, owing to the course 
pursued by them, have utterly destroyed 
their influence in the County, and the fam- 
ily candidute has lost his election.

Fenian Congress, now in session at Cleye~ 
land, Ohio, was read before that body on 
Wednesday last. 

The messsge commenced by remarking 
that at this, the third meeting of the re- 
formed organization, the prospects of the 
brotherhood are brighter than they have 
been for many years past; that passion had 
its day, and patroniso: bad at last come out 
triumphant. Mr. Roberts refers to the 
future condition of Ireland at present, and 
thinks that if even she could beruled for 
a short time by the credit instead of the 
bloody cross of St. George, she would be 
happier and more prosperous. At Present 
ull England's power was put forth to keep 
Erin in slavery ; she was murdered by per- 
jured judges whose immorality would dis- 
gust a tribe of canpibals.

On the occasion of the nomination for 
St, John City, New Brunswick, Mr, Tilley, 
after calling attention to the fact that be 
had, on a former occasion, promised that 
Confederation would be an accomplished

“Tarning to the future, he believed that by 
1870 the Dominion would consist not only

The correspondence upon the “ Alabama’ 
claims renders It evident that the Govern 
monts of Great Britain and the United States 
are not approaching the question in the same 
spirit. It reveals on tho part of this country 
an intention of dealing with tho dispute in 
good faith; but It also discloses an unwilling: 
ness on the part of the Administration at 
Washington to forego, by amicable agttle- 
ment, a popular ground of complaint against 
England, It is imposatble to be blind to the 
fact that the “Alabama” claims, arid the des- 
patches which any astute man may base upon 
them, are capable of being used to temporary 
advantage in local political contests. With 
out this explanation the correspondence itself 
isa paradox. When the present Ministry 
came Into office Mr Seward lost no time in 
renewing the demand he had addressed to 
Lord Russell, He seems to have been un- 
sropared for the cordiality with which tho 
English Cabinet agreed to refer to arbitration 
the wholo of the claims “arising out of the 
late war. Ho then introduced an additional 
question, which a man of so much shrewd- 
neas as the Américan Foreign Secretary must 
haye known could never be made the subject 
of arbitration ; and Lord Stanley, seeing that 
thme was being wasted, withdrew from the 
controversy, ‘To Mr Seward it was probably 
arellof to have a now Foreign Secretary to 
wrestle with. Hoe delights in going over the 
whole history of the Alabama” claims, from 
beginning to ond, and dwells with manitest 
leasure on all the points which a practised 
ingenuity enables him to urge to the disad- 
vantage of England. The condyct of Great 
Britain, down to the smallest detail, is made 
to appear in the worst light. This is only 
what might have been expected, but unfor- 
tunately it decides nothing. Nor has the 
endless historical abstract, which is a diver- 
sion to the American Foreign Secretary, al- 
ways the merit of accuracy to recommend it. 
In speaking of the “Sumter” a5 a ship built 
and fitted out in the ports of Great Britain, 
Mr Seward can easily be proved to be wrong, 
and there are other particulars in which he 
has suffered himself to be misled. But it is 
useless to follow Mr Seward’s steps in order 
to correct his errors,and so Lord Stanley 
seems to have felt. Thé whole series of ques- 
tions arising out of these claims is therefore 
left by the present correspondence precisely 
where it was when Lord Russell had to deal 
with it. 

Yet, if nothing has been set at rest we can- 
not doubt that the way has been prepared 
for an ultimate decision by the fair and 
straightforward course taken by the present 
Cabinet. There must come aday when Mr 
Seward will himself be tired of protracting 
a discussion which most of his countrymen 
desire to see assume a practicalshape. When 
that time arrives the American people will 
remember that the English Government is 
ready torefer allthe claims against this 
country to an arbitrator, provided, Lord Stan- 
ley intimates, a fitting one can be found.— 
Herein there lies a great difficulty, and Mr. 
Seward seems to be aware of it, for he asserts 
thatit would be easlor for Great Britain to 
pay the amount claimed than to discover a 
suitable umpire. We need not consider this 
source of embarrassment until the prelimina- 
ry question asto the subject matter of arbi- 
tration Ia resolved. The truth seems to be 
that Mr Seward does not like to place all his 
dependence upon the claims for burnt vessels, 
since he must be well aware that the amount

modified satisfaction, But Lord Stanley was 
determined to treat these long pending claims 
as an affair of business, and he deelined to 
furnish a circle of politicians in America 
with capital available for use when domestic 
subjects fall short 
More than two years ago we insisted that 
it was the duty of the English Government 
toendeavour to remove this source of con- 
tention between the two countries, and we 
pointed out that the accession of Ministers, 
who had nothing to do with the direction of 
English politica during the civil war might 
be made the occasion for such an attempt — 
Tt has failed, but wecannot regret that it 
Was made. That portion of the people in 
the United States which is disposed to do 
justice to the intentions of foreign Powers 
knows that the inflexible attitude attributed 
to a former Ministry is no longer the policy 
of Great Britain, and that we are fully pre 
pared to refor all claima preferred by the 
citizens of the two countrics to arbitration 
by any method which may be agreed on, It 
Was represented a short time agoin America 
that we were willing to refor the Alabama 
claims only, to the »xclusion of those created 
by other vessels ; but Lord Stanley's despatch 
of May 24th will finally correct that impres 
sion. The Government is ready to refer all 


claims onginated by the Confederate cruisers 
ord 


to ove tribunal Stanley suggests a 
mixed commission idea for which, as it 
has been atated, Mr Seward himself deserves 
the credit, But Mr Seward now rejecta it 
though only, we hope for atime, When the 
main object of both Governments is to have 
impartial justice done an agreement cannot 
ho vary long delayed. At prexont Mr Seward 
resembles n lawyer who desires to prolong 
litigation rather than obtain judgment,— 
We are convinced, however, that he will 
eventually feel it his duty a8 a statesman to 
dispose of thin fruitful source of discord in 
his own time, rather than bequeath it to a 
nuccosior, His public life fully prover that 
his opinions undergo no changens yonrn pass 
by.

The Expedition to Abyssinia. 


KING THEODORE’S PRISONERS —No CONFIRM- 
ATION OF THE REPORT THAT THEY HAD 
BEEN RELEASED, 

The Times of the Oth says; There has | 
been as yet no confirmation of the telegram 
received on Wednesday respecting the 
liberation of the Abyssinian prisoners, and 
though such fn event is not improbable, 
the absence of official information on the 
Subject damps the hopes which the late 
news tended to excite. The preparations 
must, we fear, go forward, and the only | 
matter for the consideration of Government | 
is how the expedition may be made most 
effective for obtaining its only just aim end 
object—the liberation of the prisoners.-- 
The more completely the campaign is pro 
vided for, andthe more vigorously it is} 
pressed, the more likely is it that the sub- 
stance of the late telegram will one day be 
repeated with better authority. In the 
meantime the position of the prisoners 
does not bid us despair of seeing them one 
day alive and well, and freed from the 
grasp of their prosecutor. Such un impris 
onment as bas befallen Consul Cameron 
and his fellow-sufferers might be expected 
to break down the health of the most hardy 
and adventurous. They have been kept in 
durance, they haye been at times hardly 
lodged and badly fed, and they have always 
had before them the fearthat the fantustic 
tyrant in whose power they were might 
tyke it into his head to order their execu 
tion. But it would appear that, whatever 
their anxieties, they have preserved their 
health up to the present time. When Mr. 
Stern was first selzed he was beaten insuch 
a manner as almost to endanger his life, 
and he and the other missionaries were 
laden with heavy chains. It was owing to 
compunction or fear on the part of Theodore 
that Mr, Cameron and the rest were not 
put to death for an imaginary offence 
against the Emperor, since they were found 
guilty according to Abyssinian law, and 
their execution is said to have been loudly 
demanded by some of the native courtiers. 
If the design of putting them to death had 
ever been conceived by the Empercr, it has, 
Apparently been abandoned ; his animosity 
is satisfied by the infliction ofa wearisome 


imprisonment, and, unless the advance of 
the British troops rouses his more savage 
instincts, it is probable they will remain in 
safety. It is advisable, therefore, that

Ifthey judge by what 
has occurréd in India, they are yery likely 
to imagine that this enterprise covers some 
sinister project, and that it is the aim of 
aypbitious Europeans to take the country 
for thearuwn, Buch a feeling is more like- 
ly to lead the natives to an obstinate resis- 
tunce and their ruler to acts of cruelty 
than the were presence of an army which 
comes to obtain reparation, It should be 
made plain to all with whom we ceme in 
contact that the restitution of the prisoners, 
and the payment of compensation for their 
sufferings, ore the aole cheats of the expe. 
dition, und tkat When these are obtained 
our soldiers will gladly shake off their feet 
the dust of tropical Africa.

MORTALITY IN THE TURKISH ARMY—ATROCI- 
TIES COMMITIED BY THE SULTANA 
TROOPS—-NAVAL SUCOOR FOR THE € RR- 
TANS, 


Canta, Aug. 22, 1867, 

I seize the opportunity of the sailing of 
the Swatara for Pirmusto send the latest 
dates from the incomprehensible, or, at any 
rate, miscomprehended Oretan insurrec- 
tion. 

The mortality in the ranks of the Turk- 
ish army continues, and is almost unexam- 
pled, Of 23,000 Egyptians who came 
here a year ago, there only remain, accord- 
ing to some accounts, 5,000 to 6,000, and 
to others 8,000 to 4,000, the latter estimate 
being given me by an Egyptian colonel.—- 
All accounts represent the same state of 
things to exist, more or less, with the 
Turkish troops. They show signs of ex- 
haustion and demoralization which can 
hardly be mistaken, The remoants of the 
divisions of Mehemct Pasha and Ali Bere 
Pasha, rendered infamous by his autrucities 
in Kissamos, are entering into the city or 


| the camps arvund, and seem to have absn- 


doned hostilities. The country from Ro: 
timo to the western sea is tull of insurgents, 
and free of troops, ‘The eastern districts 
alone show any chance of a fight, since 
some Turkish divisions are still outside the 
entrencliments there, It is probable, how 
ever, that the Government will assert, with 
ite old impudence, that all {s over, since 
there is no fighting, they taking good 
care that there shall be no chance for a 
fight. 

The evidences of the atrocities which 
have been committed in the island are 
multiplied and confirmed by a curious dis. 
covery—of which more when circumstances 
permit—of a journal kept by a personage 
with the army of Omar Pasha, which de- 
tails (the most brutal acts history can re- 
cord) I have no epace, and your readers 
will probably have less disposition to read. 
One will show how false the pretense of 
restraints held over the troops are. Two 
officers, of whom one a Colonel, quarreled 
which should have firat possession of a 
beautiful girl, and, not coming to a com- 
promise, threw her living into the flames 
of a burning house, where she perished,— 
Some of Omar's body guard, having taken 
possession of a Christian boy, who persisted 
in refusing their embraces, tortured him by 
slow stabbing, until he died resisting. — 
The journal is in good bands, and may one 
day be published entire, when I venture to 
say that ont reform will become obligatory 
on the Porte, yiz., that of its method of 
conducting war, 

Meanwhile, the two remaining blockade- 
runners keep busy transplanting Hellenism 
into Crete, and another bas been, we hear, 
purchased, The menof-war nodw busy in 
carrying away the Christian families have 
been increased by the addition ot an Aus- 
trian, leaving out only England and -the 
United States of America of all the great 
civilized nations, It has been very diffi- 
cult to make the Christians and their 
friends here understand how an American 
man-of-war shall beadle when even Austria 
and Prussia are busy in saying the Cretans 
It isto be hoped that some eventuality 
will make the exception disappear, or the 
Turks may come to reckon us among their 
friends and helpers.—. Y. Tribune. 


America in Europe. 


RUMORED PRUSSO-RUSSIAN-AMERICAN ALLI- 
ANCE. 


The Berlin corresporent of the New 
York World alluces to the rumor that 
Prussia and Russia had entered into a 
treaty of alliance for the purpose of coun- 
teracting Austria and France, and says: 

Another phase of the combination is that 
proposals are said—on excellent authority 
—to have been made to the government at 
Washington, by the Prussian Minister, to 
enter into the Russo-Prussian league, or to 
atleast give it its moral support. It has 
long been thought probable in Europe that 
the United States government would seck 
to divert attention from ite domestic 
troubles by mingling in European affairs. 
This supposition made last year's talk 
bout acquiring an island in the Mediteran- 
ean seem important; itlent color to the story 
of an offer to take part in the London 
Coblerence, and helps to make many 
believe that there 1s an unpublished treaty 
between the United States and Russia. 

Whatever may be the abilities of Lous 
Napoleon, he certainly has a <nack “of 
putting thetruth in a pretty clear light 
when he will. He neyer succeeded better 
in doing thic than in his reply to the 
greeting of the maire of Arras on Monday, 
when he said that “only weak governments 
seck division from internal embarrassments 
in foreign complications,” The plea to 
Induce the United States to become a 
catspaw in or at least a party to the quarrel 
ia, of course, the great affection manifested 
by Russia and Prussia for the Union, an 
affection which was never felt by the ruling 
class of the latter to the extent professed, 
and which with the former was more con- 
sequent upon hatred against two other 
great powers than anything elac. Russia is 
supposed to be the European power having 
the most influence with the United States. 
When one considers the similarities of the 
two countri here is, perliaps, ground for 
the bond of sympathy. Both have broad 
lands, but that of one ia not good; both 
have cnormous debta, but tho one bas little 
wherewith to pay; in both the bondsmen 
have been emancipated, but in the one the 
gracious act was done to. take from clam. 
ourers for more liberty the power to deprive 
a single family of its impor Teor sit ves 
both have populations of millions, but that 
of the one is, with the exception of a small 
clement, scarcely somi-civilized, &e.

UIs LAST MOMENTS — IIE ATTEMPTS TO SPEAK 
BEFORE WIS DEATH, NUT PAILS TO DO So, 
Bos1on, Mass., Sept, 19.1867, } 
9:40 o'clock, pM. 
» Sic Frederick Brace, the British Minister 
at Washington, died early this morning at 
the Tremont House, in this city. He had 
been ill for several days with a throat com- 
plaint at Narragansett Beach, where he was 
_ staying. He left that place yesterday noon 
for Baston, accompanied by a friend and 
his servant. He arrived at she Tremont 
House soon after nine in the evening, in an 
exhausted and apparently moribund con- 
djrion, Medival aid was immediately call- 
ed, und be was attended by Doctor J. and 
H. J. Bigelow and Doctor Hodges. He re- 
mained in a state of collapse, without be- 
ing able to speak, and died at two o'clock, 
am. Senstor. Charles Sumner and some 
other friends continued with him until the 
time of his decense, 
From the time of the Senator's arrival, 
ut eleven o'clock, until the death of Sir 


after lis arrival. He was able to get up, 
bur the nature of his disease prevented 
bim from speaking, Senator Sumner made 
every possible exertion to understand the 
utterance of the dying man, and to get his 
last messages for the British Legation at 
Washington and for his family; but in 
vain. The voice refused to discharge its 
wouted office, and nothing could be glean- 
ed of the last thoughts that crowded upon 
his mind. He was only able to give mono- 
syllabic answers to questions in regard to 
his condition, and to utter, with a great 
effort, a brief greeting when he recognized 
Mr. Sumner. 

Immediately after the death of Sir Fred- 
erick the remains were packed up in ice, 
snd, under the charge of his servant, re- 
iiiued in Room No. 14 of the Tremont 
House, until eight o'clock this evening, 
when tliey were taken in charge by an un- 
dertaker and embalmed. 

A representative of the British Legution 
will grrive here from Washington to-mor— 
row, and arrange for the forwarding home 
of the remains by the next steamer. 

The late Sir Frederick William Adolphus 
Bruce, GC: B., was the younger brother 
of the late Earl of Elgin, at one time’Gov- 
ernor General of these Provinces, He was 
boro in 1818 and edacated at Christ’s 
Chaurch,Oxford, where he graduated B.A, in 
1834, and was subsequently called to the 
bar at Lincoln’s Inn. A few years later he 
entered the diplomatic service, his first em- 
ployment being in connection with Lord 
Ashburton’s special mission to Washington 
in 1842, when the famous Ashburton Treaty 
was negotiated. Subsequently he was 
Lieut; Governor of Newfoundland for a 
year, and from 1847 to 1851 was employed
